The opening of a lobster is tudious 
work, |The dark, greenish cord of 
filament must be removed, Al) the 
Meat Must be removed from the shell, 
which le cracked open with a hammer. 
The claws must be cleaned fdr deco-

Lobster salad, dear to the heart and 
palate of almost every lover of good 
things to eat, is not very diMcnit te 
make, but {t must be daintily made of 
ihe best ingredients, The lobster must 
be firm and fresh and sweet.
